Parents  Make  Choice 
for  School  Year 


Despite  school  transportation  pro¬ 
blems,  and  capacity  seating  in 
Kindergarten  I  classes,  Susan  Fung  sees 
Controlled  Choice  as  a  benefit  to  parents 
and  students.  “In  theory  it  is  a  good  idea, 
if  the  problems  can  be  worked  out. 
Parents  look  forward  to  it.  They  have 
more  interest  in  the  schools,  and  the 
schools  will  have  to  compete,”  she  said 
at  the  end  of  a  day  of  planning  for  her  in¬ 
coming  class  of  kindergarteners  at  the 
Harvard  Kent  School  in  Charlestown,  a 
bilingual  Chinese  site  for  kindergarten 
through  fifth  grade.  Fung  also  serves  as 
the  bilingual  coordinator  for  the  other 
grades  at  Harvard-Kent. 

This  fall  begins  the  first  implementa¬ 
tion  of  the  Controlled  Choice  school 
selection  program,  affecting  students  in 
Kindergarten  I,  first  grade  and  sixth 
grade.  Parents  can  choose  which 
kindergarten,  elementary  or  middle 
school  they  want  for  their  child.  The  new 
program  affects  Chinese  parents  directly 
because  many  of  them  would  like  their 
children  to  attend  the  Josiah  Quincy 
School,  located  in  the  heart  of 
Chinatown.  To  the  disappointment  of 
many  parents,  all  fifty  places  reserved  for 
new  kindergarteners  were  filled  at  the 
Quincy  School  by  August,  Fung  said. 


The  next  option  for  parents  is  the  Harvard 
Kent  school,  and  the  third  option  in  the 
Baldwin  School,  located  in  Brighton. 

“If  you  are  number  51  or  52,  you  are 
affected.  School  is  a  child’s  whole 
livelihood,”  Fung  commented. 

As  much  as  parents  wish  to  have  their 
children  attending  school  in  Chinatown, 
many  have  grown  to  appreciate  the  Har¬ 
vard  Kent  School.  In  the  early  days  of 
bussing,  Fung  recalls,  the  Harvard  Kent 
began  a  bilingual  Kindergarten  program 
that  soon  failed  because  parents  were  not 
comfortable  sending  their  children  into 
Charlestown.  Now  parents  feel  much 
more  at  ease  in  Charlestown,  and  their 
children  enjoy  the  large  open  classrooms 
of  the  inviting  Harvard  Kent  School. 

For  the  past  few  weeks,  Harvard  Kent  has 
provided  a  bus  for  parents  from 
Chinatown  to  take  to  the  school  for  a 
visit.  Large  numbers  of  parents  have 
visited,  Fung  said,  and  many  approved  of 
the  school. 

The  current  concern  of  parents  is  sen¬ 
ding  their  small  five  year  old  children  on 
busses  accross  the  city  to  Charlestown. 
Because  the  class  only  lasts  for  half  a  day, 
parents  question  the  benefit  of  such  a  long 
trip.  In  addition,  the  small  children  will 
be  riding  busses  with  older  children,  and

While  the  sharpest  edge  of  the  budget 
axe  has  fallen  on  the  newer  community 
agencies  such  as  the  Vietnamese 
American  Civic  Assocation,  the  Cambo¬ 
dian  Community  of  Massachusetts,  the 
Laotion  American  Cultural  Association 
and  Boston  Chinese  Youth  Enrichment 
Services,  other  agencies  regret  the  limits 
to  growth  and  vision  this  new  fiscal  year 
brings.  Most  of  the  new  organizations 
lost  a  significant  portion  of  their  funding 
when  Gateways  Cities,  the  $3  million 
fund  to  provide  immigrants  and  refugees 
with  essential  services,  was  elminated 
this  summer.  The  more  established 
organizations  are  struggling  to  maintain 
their  immigrant  and  refugee  programs 
begun  with  Gateways  money  by 
redistributing  level  funding  from  other 
sources,  and  by  locating  private  founda¬ 
tions  who  will  pick  up  the  loss. 

Chau-ming  Lee,  director  of  the 
Chinese  American  Civic  Association, 
(CACA)  said  recently,  “This  is  the  most 
difficult  year  I  have  ever  seen.  It’s  the 
third  month  into  the  fiscal  year,  and  I’ve 
done  three  budget  revisions  already.” 


CACA  lost  Gateways  funding  for  one 
refugee  program,  and  another,  funded  by 
other  sources,  will  operate  at  $40,000 
less  than  originally  budgetted.  As  dif¬ 
ficult  as  this  year  is,  Lee  sees  no  decrease 
in  services.  Like  many  agencies,  CACA 
has  consolidated  some  programs. 

Agencies  who  are  looking  to  private 
foundations  for  support  are  discovering 
that  private  sector  monies  have  also 
shrunk,  Lee  added.  Regretfully,  he  said, 
agencies  cannot  grow  or  provide  expand¬ 
ed  services  for  newcomers. 

Richard  Chin,  director  of  the  South 
Cove  YMCA,  also  decried  the  loss  of 
funding  city  wide  for  immigrant  services. 

“We  need  to  be  more  vocal  about  this. 
The  long  term  effect  will  be  devastating 
for  new  immigrants.  They  will  be  forced 
to  give  up  training  and  have  to  accept 
lower  level  jobs.” 

Fortunately,  Chin  said,  a  number  of  Y 
programs  have  been  funded  by  private 
foundations. 

Competition  for  private  foundation 
money  will  be  stronger  than  ever.  Judith 
Kidd  of  the  Bank  of  Boston  said  they  ex-

Chinatown  Battles 
Rats  and  Trash 


As  phase  II  of  the  code  enforcement 
stage  of  the  city’s  drive  to  clean  up 
Chinatown  begins,  many  local 
restaurants  are  not  only  receiving  a  viola¬ 
tion  ticket,  but  also  a  court  summons.  As 
of  Sept.  14,  12  restaurants  have  received 
notification  that  a  complaint  has  been  fil¬ 
ed  against  them  in  Boston  Housing  Court 
for  violating  the  State  Sanitary  Code. 
Most  must  appear  in  court  on  Nov.l. 

According  to  Sam  Wood,  State 
Sanitary  Code  Inspector,  the  citations  are 
given  only  to  repeat  offenders.  “At  this 
point,  we  need  to  extend  the  full  process 
of  the  law.  We  are  not  looking  to  be 
punitive.  We  just  want  this  to  work.” 

Most  violators  were  markets  and 
restaurants  on  Beach  St.,  Harrison  Ave., 
and  Essex  St.  A  few  violators  were  found 
on  Oxford  and  Boylston  streets.  On 
Beach  street  the  violators  listed  were: 
Viet  Hoa  Restaurant  and  Market,  Hong 
Kong  Cuisine,  Chung  Wah  Hong  and  Bo 
Shek.  On  Harrison  Ave:  See  Sun  Co., 
Dong  khah  Restaurant,  and  Ding  ho  Fast 
Food.  On  Essex  St:  Ho  Toy  Noodle, 


Oriental  Market,  and  Cheng  Kwong 
Market.  On  Boylston  St.,  the  China 
Trade  Center  was  found  in  violation,  and 
on  Oxford  St.,  the  Kim  Fat  Market  was 
cited. 

According  to  Sam  Wood,  city  inspec¬ 
tors  will  photograph  the  refuse  of  local 
businesses  each  Wednesday  night  for  the 
next  number  of  months.  Those  in  viola¬ 
tion  will  be  ticketed  and  summoned  to 
court.  Wood  recommends  that  violators 
and  workers  who  handle  the  business’s 
refuse  come  in  for  Thursday  informa¬ 
tional  classes  to  be  held  at  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Association  at  2 
p.m.  for  as  long  as  needed. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  the  city  has 
provided  outreach  to  the  community  on 
sanitation.  Almost  a  year  ago,  during 
Phase  I  of  the  project,  the  city  began  to 
work  with  the  Chinatown  Beautification 
Committee  to  educate  businesses  and 
residents  on  appropriate  waste  disposal. 
Large  army  green  caddies  were

Garment  Workers  Study  English

In  1975,  when  Han  Tran  arriv¬ 
ed  to  the  United  States  from 
Vietnam,  her  first  English  lesson 
took  place  in  a  garden. 

“The  nun  who  was  teaching 
me  said,  ‘Now  we’re  going  to 
weed  the  tomatoes!’  and  while 
she  moved  from  the  tomatoes  to 
the  zucchini  to  the  lettuce,  I  was 
learning  the  names  for  all  of 
these  vegetables,”  recalls  the 
imaginative  English  as  a  Second 
Language  teacher  who  instructs 
a  group  of  21  women,  all  gar¬ 


ment  workers,  in  a  beginning 
class  held  at  the  International 
Ladies’  Garment  Workers 
Union  on  Harrison  Avenue. 

Han,  who  does  not  speak 
Chinese,  finds  teaching  a  beginn 
ing  class  a  fascinating  challenge. 

“It’s  a  benefit  I  don’t  speak 
Chinese.  We  both  have  to  work 
harder.  They  don’t  believe  that  I 
can’t  speak  it.  One  of  the  first 
things  I  learned  to  say  in 
Chinese  is,  ‘I  don’t  speak 
Chinese.  I  am  Vietnamese.’” 

Han  and  her  class  work  at 
learning  English  by  using  a 


variety  of  physical  props  she  has 
introduced,  including,  a  selec¬ 
tion  of  vegetables  she  brought  in 
one  day  to  the  delight  of  her 
class. 

“Early  on  I  learned  to 
associate  the  word  with  the 
thing,  and  I  know  it  helps  my 
students  to  see  the  objects 
themselves  as  they  learn 
vocabulary.” 

The  expressions  she  teaches 
relate  directly  to  her  students’ 
lives.  All  of  Han’s  students 
work  as  stitchers  in  the  various

pect  to  see  more  proposals  this  year  due 
to  budget  cuts. 

“There  are  also  problems  in  the  private 
sector,”  she  added.  “Budgets  have  not 
increased  which  means  that  we  need  to  be 
sure  that  the  dollars  we  support  are  effec¬ 
tively  used.” 

The  Quincy  School  Community  Coun¬ 
cil  experienced  some  cuts  in  its  English  as 
a  Second  Language  program.  Other  pro¬ 
grams,  such  as  the  childcare,  have  only 
received  level  funding. 

“Level  funding  is  equal  to  a  cut,  in  my 
opinion,”  said  Eileen  Heng,  acting  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Quincy  School  Community 
Council.  The  school  serves  over  1,000 
Asians  in  its  amnesty,  childcare,  after- 
school  and  ESL  programs. 

Jane  Leong,  of  Boston  Chinese  Youth 
Enrichment  Services,  one  of  the  newer 
agencies  said  that  her  program  has  been 
unable  to  reach  immigrant  youths  who 
really  need  counseling  because  of  recent 
budget  cuts.  “I  know  there  are  kids  who 
are  already  falling  through  the  cracks 
because  we  can’t  do  early  intervention.” 

Suzanne  Wallen,  former  director  of 
Immigration  and  Refugee  Services  which 
was  part  of  Gateways,  said  that  Gateways 
money  was  valuable  to  new  agencies  who 
needed  flexible  money  to  use  as  matching 
funds. 

The  new  programs,  Wallen  said,  “pro¬ 
vide  services  new  immigrants  might  not 
be  able  to  find  anywhere  else,  and  also 
serve  a  portion  of  the  working  poor  who 
may  be  ineligible  for  programs  targetting 
welfare  recipients.” 

Three  agencies  which  have  suffered  the 
some  of  the  worst  cuts  are  the  Vietnamese 
American  Civic  Association,  the  Cambo¬ 
dian  Community  of  Massachusetts,  and 
the  Laotion  American  Cultural  Associa¬ 
tion.  All  three  have  had  drastic  cutbacks 
in  staff,  and  are  working  around  the  clock 
to  maintain  services  in  their  organiza¬ 
tions. 

The  Vietnamese  American  Civic 
Association  (VACA)  which  serves  about 


10,000  Vietnamese  in  the  Boston  area,  is 
now  operating  at  about  one-third  their 
original  budget.  Recently  VACA  had  to 

lay  off  half  its  staff.  Since  1984  the  agen¬ 
cy  has  provided  after  school  programs, 

tutoring  for  youths,  classes  in  Vietnamese 
history,  and  has  served  as  a  resource  for 
anyone  who  wants  to  learn  more  about 
Vietnamese  culture.  Long  Nguyen,  the 
director  said  that  if  the  gency  can’t  find 
private  funding,  it  will  have  to  close  in 
December. 

The  Cambodian  Community  of 
Massachusetts  lost  funding  from  three 
different  sources  this  year.  At  this  time, 
they  have  no  director  and  are  working 
with  one  staff  member,  a  crisis  counselor, 
and  part-time  day  care  staff. 

The  Laotion  American  Cultural 
Organization  is  now  single-handedly  run 
by  Phonh  Sonephanith.  The  organization 
is  funded  by  only  one  grant  from  Massa 
chusetts  Office  of  Refugees  and  Im¬ 
migrants.  The  grant  totals  $20,000.

possibly,  without  monitors.  When  they 
go  home  after  half  a  day,  they  are  likely 
to  get  a  different  bus  driver,  adding  to  the 
confusion.  To  alleviate  some  of  those 
worries,  Susan  Fung  says  she  will  ride 
the  busses  herself. 

“I  can’t  ride  every  bus,  of  course,  but 
I’ll  try  to  keep  an  eye  on  things  to 
reassure  the  parents.” 

Charles  James,  principal  of  the 
Baldwin  School,  an  elementary  school  in 
Brighton,  said  that  the  Controlled  Choice 
program  will  be  beneficial  to  students. 

“Competition  is  supposed  to  breed  ex¬ 
cellence,  although  it  won’t  happen  over 
night,”  Baldwin  said.  The  Chinese  bil¬ 
ingual  program  at  Baldwin,  which 
wasstarted  8  years  ago,  serves  approx¬ 
imately  15  students  per  grade,  except  for 
kindergarten  with  25  students. 

James  said  that  although  many  parents 
choose  the  Quincy  school  because  of  its 
location  in  Chinatown,  the  Baldwin  has 


not  lost  students  this  year  to  Quincy. 
Students  who  were  placed  at  Baldwin  two 
or  three  years  ago  under  the  geocode 
system  have  opted  to  stay  there,  he  said, 
and  parents  are  choosing  to  send  other 
siblings  to  Baldwin  even  though  they 
could  now  choose  Quincy  if  they  wanted. 

Most  parents  find  out  about  good 
schools  through  word  of  mouth,  and  by 
visiting  with  teachers  and  principals  who 
now  more  than  ever  must  demonstrate  the 
school’s  worth.  Along  with  enthusiastic, 
committed  teachers,  the  physical  look  of 
a  school  can  often  influence  parents.  Both 
Susan  Fung  and  Charles  James  lamented 
the  structural  problems  of  their  schools. 
James  said  that  parents  would  never  see 
the  several  hundreds  of  dollars  that  went 
into  repairing  the  roof  recently.  Schools 
which  need  major  structural  repairs  can’t 
afford  to  paint  the  walls  bright  colors,  he 
added. 

According  to  Susan  Fung,  a  good 
school  should  provide  a  warm,  friendly 
atmosphere  in  which  a  child  can  be 
familiar,  even  though  the  building  itself 
might  need  repairs.  c.  A. 

Trash 

distributed  to  businesses  which  requested 
them  and  instructions  given  on  how 

to  use  them.  For  the  last  6  months  the  city 
has  been  issuing  $25  tickets  to  those  who 
violate  the  sanitation  code  which  requires 
residents  and  businesses  to  store  trash  in 
sealed  plastic  bags.  Trash  can  be  placed 
outside  after  5  p.m.  Most  violators  of  the 
code  not  only  overstock  the  caddies,  but 
leave  exposed  garbage  in  open  boxes,  the 
Beautification  Committee  noted.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  people  were  throwing  out  large 
wooden  crates  which  ultimately  puncture 
the  plastic  bags  and  leave  the  garbage 
vulnerable  to  vermin. 

Careful  sanitation  maintenance  is 
critical,  Chinatown  Beautification  Com¬ 
mittee  members  insist,  because  construc¬ 
tion  on  the  Central  Artery  could  create  a 
crippling  invasion  of  displaced  rats  and 
mice.  To  Allen  Chin,  member  of  the 


Committee,  the  Central  Artery  can  be 
seen  as  a  stroke  of  good  luck  for 
Chinatown.  “For  years  we  have  had  pro¬ 
blems  with  sanitation,  and  now  with  the 
city  we  can  work  together  on  solving 
those  problems.”  Chin  said  that  the  city 
has  promised  to  repair  faulty  drains, 
streets,  and  clean  up  as  needed.  In  keep¬ 
ing  with  that  commitment,  the  city  will 
repave  Chinatown  streets  on  weekends 
during  the  rest  of  September  and  into  Oc¬ 
tober. 

Although  the  Central  Artery  will  take 
ten  years  to  complete,  city  planners  have 
already  employed  top  rodent  biologists  to 
research  the  habits  and  conditions  for 
breeding  in  the  Boston  area.  In  one  study 
of  all  the  Boston  neighborhoods, 
Chinatown  was  found  to  have  the  highest 
incidence  of  active  rat  signs,  and  unap¬ 
proved  refuse  storage. 

Rats  and  mice  are  not  only  esthetically 
displeasing,  but  are  known  to  carry 
various  diseases.  People  could  be  in¬ 
fected  by  water  from  flooded  manholes 
which  might  have  been  contaminated  by 
rodent  urine.  Small  children  who  are 
often  subject  to  rat  bite  experience  secon¬ 
dary  infections,  disfigurement,  and 
stress.  Rats  and  mice  often  gnaw  at  utility 
lines,  causing  outages  and  sometimes, 
electrical  fires.  Merchants  know,  too, 
that  their  unsightly  presence  often 
discourages  business. 

The  two  troublemaking  species  in 
Boston,  the  Norway  rat  and  the 
household  mouse,  can  both  swim  through 
dark  sewers  and  climb  up  long  pipelines. 
They  prefer  below  ground  shelter: 
basements  and  utility  areas.  The  rat  is  a 
meat  and  vegetable  eater  with  a 
preference  for  grease.  Rats  will  move 
from  a  few  feet  to  a  hundred  in  order  to 
find  food,  yet  mice  usually  stay  within 
short  distances.  Bruce  Colvin,  senior 
scientist  working  on  the  Central  Artery 
Project,  said  at  a  CBC  meeting  recently, 
“People  need  to  remember  that  once  rats 
are  moved  from  one  place,  they  will  go  to 
the  next  available  food  source.”  He  said 
further  that  a  combination  of  sanitation

City  Dedicates  Memorial  at  Gateway  Park 


Mayor  Flynn  and  Chinese 
community  leaders  gathered  on 
Sept.  10  to  dedicate  a  monument 
to  those  who  died  in  Tiananmen 
Square  last  June.  The  ceremony, 
attended  also  by  Chinese 
students  and  residents  of 
Chinatown,  was  held  at  Gateway 
Park  in  Chinatown.  The  monu¬ 
ment  reads:  “This  park  is 
dedicated  in  honor  of  the 
Democracy  Movement  in  China 
and  in  memory  of  those  who 
died  in  the  struggle  for  freedom 


in  Tiananmen  Square  in  June, 
1989.” 

In  recognition  of  the  100th  day 
of  the  massacre  in  Tiananmen 
Square,  the  Chinese  community 
joined  hundreds  of  students  from 
China  in  a  candlelight  vigil  con¬ 
cert  held  at  City  Hall  Plaza  on 
Sept.  12.  Various  activities  of 
the  international  observance 
were  conducted  in  cities  across 
the  country. 

Amnesty  International  has 


published  its  most  recent  report 
of  human  rights  abuses  in  China. 
Titled  “People’s  Republic  of 
China:  Preliminary  Findings  on 
Killings  of  Unarmed  Civilians, 
Arbitrary  Arrests  and  Summary 
Executions  Since  June  3, 1989,” 
the  report  includes  a  reconstruc¬ 
tion  of  the  massacre,  informa¬ 
tion  on  arbitrary  arrests,  fair 
trial  issues,  prisoner  profiles  and 
other  vital  information.  The 
booklet  can  be  obtained  from

These  photographs  are  a  selec¬ 
tion  from  two  years  of 
photodocumenting  Cambodian 
refugee  communities  in  the 
Bronx,  New  York  and  the 
Amherst,  Massachusetts  area. 
Since  1986, 1  have  been  combin¬ 
ing  photography,  writing  and 
collecting  oral  histories  with 
volunteer  social  service  work 
through  the  American  Friends 
Service  Committee  in  New  York 
and  the  Lutheran  Services  Of¬ 
fice  in  Amherst.  With  my 
photographs  I  hope  to  com¬ 
municate  a  sense  of  the  struggle 
Cambodian  refugees  are 
undergoing  to  rebuild  their 
spiritual  and  cultural  life. 

The  photographs  are  meant  to 
be  viewed  within  the 
neighborhoods  where  Cambo¬ 
dians  have  resettled  in  hope  that- 
they  will  foster  understanding, 
appreciation,  and  concern  for 
the  events  that  have  brought 
them  here.  This  is  especially  im¬ 
portant  in  a  time  of  rising  Anti- 
Asian  violence  both  domestical¬ 
ly  and  internationally. 
Understanding  Cambodian 
history  is  also  understanding  our 
own  history  as  members  of  the 
global  community.  The  photos 
are  glimpses  into  the  homes  of 
some  Cambodians  living  in 
Amherst  and  the  Bronx. 

The  photographs  from  the 
Bronx  were  taken  primarily  bet¬ 
ween  the  summer  of  1986  and  the 
summer  of  1987,  in  North  Cen¬ 
tral  Bronx.  Most  Cambodians 
live  in  approximately  thirty 
tenement  buildings  on  streets 
known  in  the  Khmer  community 
simply  as  “Jerome”, “An¬ 
drews”,  or  “Fordham.”  They 
live  together  with  Puerto  Ricans, 
Dominicans,  Blacks,  Viet¬ 
namese,  Indians,  Colombians, 


Haitians,  Koreans,  and  Irish. 
There  are  probably  over  nine 
thousand  Cambodians  living  in 
the  Bronx  now,  most  arriving  in 
the  United  States  between 
1982-1987. 

The  buildings  where  most 
Cambodians  live,  which  have 
seen  generations  of  newcomers, 
are  like  miniature  villages: 
neighbors  go  from  apartment  to 
apartment,  kids  play  in  the  cour¬ 
tyards,  sarongs  on  clotheslines 
run  between  windows.  The  com¬ 
munity  is  relatively  insular  in  the 
sense  that  aside  from  going  to 
work  and  school,  most  Bronx 
Cambodians  remain  in  their  own 
building  or  at  least  within  a  few 
blocks.  This  has  helped  them 
continue  some  of  their  cultural 
traditions,  but  has  somewhat 
isolated  them  from  the  larger 
community.  However,  those 
Khmers  who  have  remained  in 
the  Bronx  over  the  years  are 
becoming  more  visible  members 
of  the  community  by  owning 
businesses,  building  community 
centers  and  having  a  Buddhist 
pagoda.  Although  they  may  be 
isolated  within  their  enclave. 
New  York  offers  good  pay  for 
skilled  workers,  ethnic  diversi¬ 
ty,  and  easy  access  to  Cambo¬ 
dian  groceries. 

The  Cambodians  in  Amherst 
came  to  the  United  States  bet¬ 
ween  1981  and  1988  and  were 
almost  all  originally  from  the 
same  village,  Kokolor,  in  Bat- 
tembang  province.  Therefore, 
many  of  the  five  hundred  or  so 
Cambodians  living  in  this  area 
have  managed  to  recreate  some 
of  their  village  structure, 
although  like  all  Cambodians 
here,  many  family  members 
have  been  lost,  killed  or  left 
behind  in  either  Cambodia  or  the 
camps  in  Thailand. 
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Veun  Suy  and  her  daughter  Sophal  grilling  corn  outside  their 
apartment,  Amherst,  Ma. 


The  Amherst  area  seems  to  of¬ 
fer  the  opportunity  for  Cambo¬ 
dians  to  settle  down  and  in¬ 
tegrate  themselves  more  easily 
into  a  new  community,  although 
many  feel  their  “difference” 
more  profoundly  in  this  fairly 
homogenous  area.  For  many 
complex  reasons,  it  has  taken 
longer  for  the  Khmers  to  adjust 
to  the  environment  of  the  Bronx, 
but  the  neighborhoods  and 
buildings  in  which  they  live  have 
seen  many  new  immigrants  in 
the  last  few  years,  making  it 
easier  for  them  to  hold  on  to 
some  of  their  traditions.  In  both 
areas  it  seems  that  Cambodians 
are  fairly  “invisible”  to  the 
general  community,  a  reality 
that  these  photographs  hope  to 
challenge.

garment  factories  in  South 
Boston  and  Allston.  As  mothers, 
and  grandmothers,  they  need 
English  in  order  to  com¬ 
municate  in  stores,  in  their 
childrens’  schools,  and  on  the 
job 

“We  learn  to  say,  ‘Run!’  or 
‘Stop  running!’  because  this  is 
what  a  mother  would  say  to  her 
children.”  The  women  also  like 
to  learn  phrases  which  describe 
their  impressions  of  American 
culture:  “  listen  to  loud  music” 
is  a  popular  expression  with  her 
students  who  must  often  com¬ 
municate  to  teenage  children 

One  of  Han’s  goals  in  her 
class  is  to  provide  women  with 
an  opportunity  to  make  decisions 
and  choices.  When  it  was  time  to 
evaluate  each  student,  Han  set 
up  a  list  of  times  the  women 
could  choose  to  come  in  and  talk 
with  her  in  English.  At  first, 


Han  said,  the  students  were 
reluctant  to  speak  with  her  in 
English,  claiming  they  did  not 
know  that  much.  Han  told  them 
that  how  much  English  they 
knew  wasn’t  important;  they 
were  invited  to  her  “house”  as 
friends  for  a  casual  conversa¬ 
tion.  Eventually,  all  of  her 
students,  except  for  one  who  had 
a  time  conflict,  chose  a  slot  and 
conversed  with  Han.  Making 
choices  in  the  classroom  is  im¬ 
portant  for  the  women  in  the 
class,  Han  insists,  because  it  is 
the  only  time  a  woman  can  do 
something  for  herself,  “without 
bouncing  a  baby  on  her  lap,  or 
bending  over  a  sewing 
machine.” 

Susan  Phillips,  who  teaches  an 
intermediate  class  in  the  same 
Boston  Workplace  Educational 
Collaboraive  Program,  echoes 
Han’s  words.  In  her  view,  the 
English  the  women  receive  in 
the  program  enables  them  to  feel 
much  more  competent  and  in¬ 
dependent.  Many  of  them  are 
not  looking  for  new  jobs  at  this 


time  but  need' English  badly  in 
order  to  talk  with  their  children, 
who  often  don’t  speak  much 
Chinese. 

Like  Han’s  students,  the 
women  in  Susan’s  class 
oftenleave  their  homes  at  6a.m. 
to  make  it  to  work  at  Arlene’s  or 
Cricket’s  in  South  Boston.  At 
these  factories  they  work  until 
4:30  p.m.,  stitching  sleeves, 
pockets,  or  other  small  items  for 
piece  work  pay.  Susan’s 
students  said  that  although  they 
can  earn  roughly  $5.50  to  $6.50 
an  hour,  many  work  through 
their  lunch  hours  in  order  to  earn 
more.  Their  work  doesn’t  stop  at 
the  factory,  either.  All  of  them 
need  to  rush  home  at  the  end  of 
the  day  in  order  to  cook,  clean, 
and  take  care  of  children.  Mon¬ 
days  and  Wednesdays  from  4 
p.m.  to  6  p.m.,  however,  are 
reserved  for  English  classes, 
which  most  women  attend 
regulary,  even  though  they  need 
to  leave  the  factory  early,  and 
lose  an  hour’s  pay. 


Susan’s  admiration  for  her 
students  is  immense, “They 
work  long,  hard  days,  yet 
manage  to  get  in  here  with  their 
sense  of  humor  intact,  with  en¬ 
thusiasm  and  commitment.” 

The  Boston  Workplace 
Educational  Collaborative,  a 
federally  funded  program  is  uni¬ 
que  in  that  it  seeks  to  collaborate 


with  unions  and  businesses  in 
providing  educational  classes  for 
workers.  The  ILGWU  is  one  of 
many  union  affiliated  with  the 
program:  workers  from  Local 
26,  the  TioteT  and  restaurant  l 
workers’  union,  and  Local  66, 
the  laundry  and  drycleaner’s 
union,  and  workers  from  New 
England  Medical  Center,  and 
Brigham  and  Women’s  Hospital 
also  participate  in  English  as  a 
Second  Language  and  Adult 
Basic  Education  classes. 

Cerci  Kale,  the  program 
director,  reports  that  the  pro¬ 
gram  has  succeeded  in  ac¬ 
complishing  the  goals  establish¬ 
ed  last  January  when  it  began. 
Students  have  moved  from  one 
level  to  the  next,  their  com¬ 
munication  at  work  has  improv¬ 
ed,  and  students  have  shown  ad¬ 
vancement  in  post-tests. 
Reports  from  supervisors  and 
outside  evaluators,  student  ques¬ 
tionnaires  and  surveys  have  been 
the  basis  for  the  evaluations, 
Kale  explained. 

Federal  funding  will  end  in 
December,  yet  Kale  is  optimistic 
about  re-applying.  These  federal 
funds  will  not  be  available  until 
the  spring.  To  keep  the  program 
going,  Kale  is  pursuing  private

control  and  rodent  control  begun  now 

will  have  a  long  term  effect  for  the  future. 

Most  of  the  workers  who  came  for  the 
instructional  session  were  violators,  but  a 
number  came  in  order  to  find  out  more 
about  trash  regulations.  During  the  ses¬ 
sion,  Robert  Chan  and  Bryan  Nguyen,  in¬ 
spectors  in  Chinatown,  presented  a 
demonstration  on  how  to  use  the  large 
green  caddies  the  city  has  been  providing. 
In  Chinese  and  Vietnamese,  die  inspec¬ 
tors  explained  that  the  caddies  need  to  be 
thoroughly  rinsed  out  with  amonia  or 
Fantastik,  the  lids  must  be  sealed,  and 
crates  not  put  in  the  heavy  duty  plastic 
bags. 

Resturant  and  market  workers  who  at¬ 
tended  die  meeting  had  numerous  ques¬ 


tions  about  how  to  use  the  caddies.  One 
point  of  confusion  for  many  people  was 
whether  the  trash  could  be  stored  in 
plastic  bags  outside  the  caddie.  Sam 
Wood  explained  that  it  is  permissible, 
within  city  code,  to  place  trasn  in  a  sealed 
plastic  bag  outside  a  residence  after  5 
p.m.  However,  he  added,  the  city  is  re¬ 
questing  that  commerical  businesses  use 
the  caddies  to  store  trash  because  they  are 
completely  vermin  proof.  If  a  business 
doesn’t  yet  have  a  caddie,  or  if  the 
business  has  more  garbage  than  a  caddie 
can  contain,  sealed  plastic  bags  are  within 
the  code. 

To  demonstrate  the  kind  of  violations 

which  have  been  occurring,  Wood  passed 
around  photographs  taken  the  night 
before  of  open  caddies,  boxes  used  for 


disposal,  raw  garbage  thrown  to  the  side 
of  the  caddies. 

Two  restaurant  workers  said  that  the 
garbage  disposal  companies  have  been 
uncooperative.  One  company  refused  to 
pick  up  a  bag  they  claimed  weighed  over- 
fifty  pounds.  Vincent  Tien,  a  restaurant 
worker  at  Bo  Shek  said,  “They  refused  to 
pick  up  this  small  bag  of  garbage  that 
somebody  else  had  carried  out  with  one 
hand.  So  we  get  fined.”  Another  worker, 
Tim  Kwan,  said  he  saw  the  garbage  ser¬ 
vice  purposely  crush  two  caddies  located 
on  Tyler  and  Kneeland.  Sam  Wood  said 
that  he  would  be  conferring  with  both  BFI 
and  Vining  disposal  companies  to  get 
their  cooperation.

Helen  Jeu,  who 
said  her  struggles  to  learn 
English  were  long  and  hard, 
gave  this  recommendation  to 
anyone  learning  English,  “Try 
and  learn  one  word  a  day,  every¬ 
day,  and  little  by  little  you’ll  be 
speaking  English.” 

Later,  when  Susan  Phillips 
pulled  mitten  and  gloves  out  of  a 
bag  to  demonstrate  the  tricky 
rule  of  “a  pair  of’  to  stand  for 
two  things,  a  few  students  may 
have  shaken  their  heads  at  the 
crazy  English  language  they 
were  learning,  but  everyone 
vowed  to  keep  studying,  no  mat¬ 
ter  how  confusing  it  would  be.

China  in  Revolution,  1911-1949

The  lucky  discovery  of  rare 
newsreels  from  China  was  the 
beginning  of  a  long  journey 
through  the  complicated  maze  of 
modem  Chinese  history  for  film 
makers  Sue  Williams  and 
Kathryn  Dietz.  Four  years  in  the 
making,  this  remarkable 
documentary  blends  fast  moving 
newsreels  and  first  person  inter¬ 
views  to  create  an  immediacy 
behind  events  which  may  have 
happened  fifty  years  ago  but 
seem  much  more  recent.  The 
film’s  timing  could  not  be  better 
planned:  on  Oct.l,  China  will 
celebrate  the  fortieth  anniver¬ 
sary  of  its  founding,  and  in- 
Taiwan,  Oct.  10  marks  the  1911 
revolt  against  the  Qing  dynasty 
and  the  establishment  of  the 
Republic  of  China.  Significant 
too,  is  the  Sept.  12  recognition  of 
the  100th  day  since  the  student 
massacre  in  Tiananmen  Square. 

What  unrolls  for  us  on  the 
screen  is  nothing  less  than  a 
stunning  kaleidoscope  of  scenes 
from  which  China’s  modem 
history  is  carved:  the  death  of 
Sun  Yat-sen,  Mao  Ze-dong  in 
Jiangxi  Province,  war  with 


Japan,  executions  by  the  Na¬ 
tionalist  party,  the  fall  of  Chaing 
Kai-shek,  and  the  rise  of  the 
Communist  party. 

The  history  the  film  covers  is 
vital  to  any  understanding  of  the 
turbulent  affairs  in  China  today. 
The  film  opens  with  the  hope 
and  turmoil  which  came  as  the 
Manchu  dynasty  fell  in  1911.  In 
the  midst  of  chaos,  warlords  had 
taken  power,  and  the  “foreign 
devils”  were  attempting  to 


“slice  China  up  like  a  melon”  as 
one  man  put  it.  The  charismatic- 
Sun  Yat-sen  rises  to  power 
under  the  Nationalist  party, 
formed  to  oppose  the  warlords. 
Within  time,  Sun  Yat-sen  dies 
and  Chiang  Kai-shek  emerges  as 
a  leader  capable  of  unifying  the 
country  with  the  success  of  his 
Northern  Expedition  March. 
Chiang  Kai-shek’s  moderniza¬ 


tion  programs  won  him  support 
through  out  the  country. 

Meanwhile,  in  Jiangxi  pro¬ 
vince,  Mao  Ze-dong  had  set  up  a 
Communist  base;  eventually, 
during  civil  war,  the  Nationalists 
attacked  the  Communists  in 
Jiangxi  and  defeated  them.  In 
October,  1934,  87,000  Com¬ 
munists  set  out  on  the  Long 
March.  After  6,000  miles  into 


the  countryside  of  China,  only 
5,000  would  be  left. 

The  next  phase  of  the  film 
covers  World  War  II,  and  the 
Japanese  invasion  of  China  in 
1939.  Although  Chiang  Kai-shek 
emerged  as  a  national  hero  after 
the  war  was  over,  his  subor¬ 
dinates  never  believed  he  was  a 
strong  enough  leader  against  the 
Japanese.  In  the  only  vague  mo¬ 
ment  of  the  film,  an  account  is 
given  of  how  Chiang  Kai-shet 
was  kidnapped  by  his  deputy. 

After  the  end  of  the  war,  ten¬ 
sions  between  the  Nationalists 
and  the  Communists  erupted 
again.  How  the  Communists 
rebuilt  their  army  and  won  the 
civil  war  against  the  Nationalists 
is  an  intriguing  one,  and  one  of 
the  most  interesting  parts  of  the 
film. 

The  grey  newsreel  footage, 
haunting  in  its  power  to  move 
our  emotions  and  spark  our 
curiosity,  is  narrated  by  the 
numerous  soldiers,  peasants, 
and  party  leaders  who  shaped 
the  China  we  know  today.  Com¬ 
munists  and  Nationalists, 
witnesses  and  participants  alike, 

their  stories  tell  the  deeper, 
more  human  side  of  newsreel 
events. 

Wan  Xiang  remembers  join¬ 
ing  the  Communist  Party  after 
being  sold  as  a  child  bride  for 
$1100  pieces  of  silver.  When 
she  was  tortured  by  the  Na¬ 
tionalists,  she  never  revealed  her 
allegiance,  nor  the  names  of 
other  members,  even  though  she 
feared  rape  and  death.  Her 
creased  face  reveals  the  barest 
hint  of  a  smile  when  she  says 
proudly,  “They  never  got  one 
name  from  me.” 

Wang  Xi-lan  recalls  how  she 
and  her  husband  could  spend 
hours  talking  together,  much  to 
the  astonishment  of  other  mar¬ 
ried  couples.  “You  must  have 
done  a  lot  of  good  in  your 
previous  life  to  deserve  such  a 
husband,”  the  older  women  told 
her. 

When  she  answered,  “No,  it’s 
notlike  that.  We’ve  changed  out 
political  outlook.  We  are 
equals,”  the  women  had  a  dif¬ 
ficult  time  understanding  what 
she  meant.  It  was  an  era,  too, 
Wang  Xi-lan  explains,  when 
women  did  not  consider 
themselves  to  be  worth  any 
recognition.  She  recounts  a 
startling  scene,  “If  someone 
called  in  and  asked,  ‘Is  anyone 
home?’  a  woman  would  answer, 
‘No,  nobody  is  here.’” 

In  a  voice  both  soft  and  em¬ 
phatic,  an  elderly  man 
remembers  how  he  almost  froze 
to  death  on  the  Long  March,  “I 
had  no  shoes,  and  as  I  put  my 
feet  on  the  frozen  ground,  I 
could  feel  the  cold  moving  up 
through  my  legs.  I  knew  that 
soon  the  cold  would  reach  my 
heart,  and  I  would  be  dead.” 
His  life  was  saved,  the  man  tells 
us,  by  a  friend  of  his  who  gave 
him  a  pair  of  straw  shoes. 

“China  in  Revolution”  is  the 
best  kind  of  history  lesson:  it 
deepens  our  insight  into  human 
action,  while  reminding  us  how 
close  history  relates  to  the  pre¬ 
sent.
